Nikola Tclsa, the electrical in- 
ve"t°r who died in 1943 at the age 
or w>, was one of the most amazing 
persons who ever lived. He is the 
subject of a biography, Prodigal 
Uenius, written by Jonn J. O'Neill, 
science editor ot the New York 
Tribune. Every chapter of O'Neill's 
Dook bristles with such statements 
as ... 


"If other first-magnitude invent- 
ors and discoverers may be consid- 
ered torches ot progress, Telsa was 
a conflagration . , .At the age of 
<J5 he received a million dollars 
from the Westinghouse company 
lor ms alternating power trans- 
mission system and other invent- 
ions . . . Tclsa's electronic tube, 
his 1890 invention, was the ances- 
tor of the detecting and amplilyine 
tubes in use today . . . Radio as it 
exists today is tne product of the 
genius of Telsa . . . He showered 
his discoveries on the world at such 
a rapid rate and in such a noncha- 
lant manner tha the seems to have 
benumbed the minds of the scien- 


'• tists of his age." 
_ Telsa was born in Yugoslavia. 
He could remember anytmng he 
ever heard, saw, or thougnt. He 
could do the most' complicated 
mathematical problems in his head. 
He rarely put pencil to paper and 
made no blueprints. He could de- 
sign a machine in his head and the 
three-dimensional image was so 
accurate that when the parts were 
made they fitted and performed. 
He quit cards because it didn't 
seem right to take money from his 
opponents. Four . hours of sleep 
were his ration. 
' 


Wealthy capitalists offered 
him 
every chance to profit by his in- 
ventions, but he was too ornery 
to be harnessed. For decades he 
was chronically broke although he 
lived in the best hotels and dined 
in full dress in the finest restau- 
rants. Often he was booted from 
his rooms, and his dinners were 
j ?-,u? a£ter the guests were seat- 
ed till he found cash. 


Among his friends and admirers 
were such men as J. Pierpont 
Morgan, Mark Twain, 
George 


Westinghouse, Thomas 
Edison 
btanlord White, Thomas Fortune 
Ryan, William K. Vanderbilt, and 
H. p. Havenmeyer. None could do 
business with him satisfactorily, so 
they gave him money. When he 
could, he paid off advances. 


He excluded women from his 
life on the theory that they might 
divert him from his goal. He was 
6 feet 2 and weighed about 140. He 
discarded collars and handker- 
chiefs after one wearing, and threw 
away gloves after a week's use. 
At dinner he used two 'dozen nap- 
kins to clean silver and china and 
wipe his lips. 
In 
his 
early 
years he was a big meat eater and 
a heavy smoker and coffee drink- 
er. He gave them up one by one 
and concentrated on vegetables 
milk and whisky. The last, he said, 
was an invaluable means of pro- 
longing life, which would enable 
him to live to a hundred and fifty. 
When prohibition came, he decided 
to conform, declaring, however, 
that the elimination of whisky 
would shorten his life to one hun- 
dred and thirty years. He never 
knew the experience of a head- 
ache, and when he was completely 
his own master was never attended 
by a doctor.

It's the way it's done that holds 


the eye: Dramatics, calm reason-

sarcasm,

old-fashioned oratory, stuffy ora- 
tory. 


Senator Kem, for instance, the 
Missouri Republican, sits up ram- 
rod straight, conspicuous by his 
snow-white hair, his eyes following 
everything, his head almost 
not 


moving. He 
talks without flour- 
ishes. 


It's different with Senator Tom 


Connally, the Texas Democrat who 
has an actor's hair curling over 
his collar. 
He gets enthusiastic 
when he talks, parades 
up 
and 


down the aisles, wags his fingers, 
and prances around in mimicry of 
what someone has just said on the 
floor. He's the.senate's mimic. His 
oratory: sometimes straightaway, 
sometimes old-fashioned. 


The real power is turned on by 
Senator Langer, North Dakota Re- 
publican. When he gets going his 
arms wave. He pounds the desks, 
bends almost double, 
and shouts 
loud and fast. 


Rumor says Senator Wherry, Ne- 
braskan and leader of the Repub- 
licans, wants to be president. He 
boils with energy, bounces up and 
down out of his seat in 
debate, 
thrusts 
his 
chin 
to emphasize 
what's on his mind. 


Senator Douglas, Illinois Demo- 
crat, almost forces his opponents 
to be calm and courteous and rea- 
onable by the calmness, courtesy 
and 
reasonableness 
he 
turns 
against them. 


The others pay 
close attention 


when Senator Vandeuberg, Michi- 
gan Republican, takes 
the 
floor. 


He has a 
high,

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Spring Economy 
Boos) Overdue 
Report Shows

Washington, April 21 — (IP) 
The 
jpring season's expected boost for 
the nation's economy is overdue. 


That became clear today from 
a new batch of governments 
re- 
ports. 


They showed fresh declines 
in 


non-farm employment, in factory 
workers' earnings 
and 
working 
lours, in business loans and in es- 
'imated farm receipts. 


One government official, Com- 
missioner Ewan Clague of the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, said or- 
dinarily these figures should have 
showed an uptrend this time of 
the year. He said maybe it's just 
delayed action, due in part to a 
late Easter. 


However, another 
top 
official, 
Secretary of the Treasury Snyder, 
jounded an optimistic note 
to a 


New York audience last night. He 
laid latest employment figures ac 
Dually are higher than a year ago 
and purchasing power still is high. 
"Right now," said Snyder, "in 
the pockets of the American peo- 
ple, we have 
$200,000,000,000 
of 
liquid assets." 


Snyder said the present econom- 


ic picture lacks the elements that 
brought on depression 
and 
de- 
pression crises in the past." 


On the other hand, a third gov- 
ernment expert, Louis H. 
Bean, 
said businessmen can cause a de- 
pression by curtailing investments 
:or industrial expansion. He said 
.•ecent surveys indicate they plan 
to reduce it in the next five years 
to 40 per cent of the 1948 level. 
Bean, economic adviser to Sec- 
retary 
of Agriculture Brannan, 
also spoke in New York. 


Clague told a news conference 


the new lag in worker

Kirk to Be 
Groomed for 
Russian Job

Washington, April 21 — (IP) —Ad- 
miral Alan G. Kirk, President Tru- 
man's choice as new ambassador 
to Russia, faces careful state de- 
partment grooming before leaving 
for Moscow. 


Officials said today he will be re- 
called shortly from Brussels for de- 
tailed "consultations" before tak- 
ing up his frontline position in the 
cold war. 


Kirk is a relative newcomer to 


diplomacy. He took his present post 
as ambassador to 
Belgium 
and 
Luxembourg following a 35-year 
hitch in the navy, climaxed 
by 


command of American naval forces 
in the invasion of Normandy. 


His nomination to the 
Moscow 
oost as successor to Gen. Walter 
Bedell Smith was sent to the sen- 
ate yesterday. Prompt approval is 


Although Kirk has 
only 
three 
years experience as a diplomat, he 
has been described as an impas- 
sive, quick-moving, capable am- 
bassador — which is just what Sec- 
retary of State Acheson and his 
advisors wanted at this stage of 
relations with Russia. 
. While Kirk will have the tough 
lob of dealing with Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Y. 
Vishinsky 
and 


other 
Soviet 
officials, 
his 
or- 


ders- will come from Washington, 
vital American decisions relating 
to Russia are expected to come 
from the White House and 
the 
state 
department, although the 


Moscow embassy will be asked for 
advice. 


Diplomats who have seen service 


in the Soviet capital say 
Kirk 


faces a long vigil, unless rela- 
tions between the Soviet bloc and 
the west should take a decided 
turn for the better. 


Ambassador 
Smith 
sometimes 
went for weeks without any face 
to lace dealings with the Soviet for- 
eign office or direct contacts with 
individual Russians.

Racial Issue 
May Wreck 
Housing Bill 


Washington, April 21. —(UP) — 
Senate Democratic Whip Francis 
J. Myers said today that writing 
an anti-segregation clause into the 
lousing measure would "kill 
the 
bill and wreck public housing." 


The 
Pennsylvanian 
predicted 
that "all supporters 
of housing" 


would vote against the civil rights 
amendment soonsored by Republi- 
can Sens. John W. 
Bricker, O 


and Harry P. Cain, Wash. The pro- 
posal would outlaw racial discrimi- 
nation in public housing projects. 


Myers, 
as 
acting 
Democratic 
floor leader, expressed confidence 
that the housing bill would pass 
"in substantially its present form." 
"I think," he said optimistically 
"that we can probably finish 
it 
today." 


However, a dozen amendments 
remained to be disposed of before 
the final vote. Debate on the meas- 
ure bogged 
down 
yesterday 
in 
wrangling over civil 
rights, 
and 


not a single 
amendment 
was 
acted on. 


First on the docket was a pro- 
posal by Bricker and Cain to give 
local voters the say-so on whether 
they want a public housing project 
in their community, 


Myers forecast that 
this 
and 
other 
."crippling" 
amendments 
would be defeated. 


As it now stands, the bill pro- 
vides for construction 
of 
810,000 
public housing units over 
a six- 


year period, a $1,500,000,000 slum 
clearance program, extensive fed- 
eral housing research and a 
fund 


for rural housing improvements 


Meanwhile , Sen. John J; Spark- 
man, D., Ala., one of the biparti- 
san bill's 23 sponsors, 
proposed 
making the city of Washington a 
"pilot plant" for first-hand study 
by congress of slum-clearance and 
public housing. 


Sparkman said he hoped a model 
program to eradicate slums 
and 
build public housing units 
could 


be set up in the District of Colum- 
bia. He also urged revised build- 
ing codes and tighter enforcement 
of them as part of the "pilot plant" 
operation. 


Slums of the nation's capital fig- 
ured in the housing debate earlier 
this week when five senators made 
a tour of foul-smelling shacks al- 
most in the shadow of the capitol 
dome. 


Sparkman said he thought any 
program that worked in the Dis 
trict of Columbia could be used to 
carry out all the proposals for na- 
tional legislation on housing 
and 
slum clearance.

said. He 


added that officers

the murderer went to the scene of 
the crime with Neal.

The body was found by North 
Litte Rock Fire Captain Henry 
Gray and two 'companions, Owens 
Kaiser > -and '<grank' Bcius, A-as they 
were returning from a frog hunt 
last night. Captain Gray explained 
that they at first thought Neal had 
been struck by a- car. 


"Instinctively I looked ahead and 
observed the taillight of an auto- 
mobile, said ,Gray., "We decided 
to give chase and' obtain the 
li- 
cense number." 


However, he explained that the 
car was parked, 'ignition 
keys 


dangling and lights on. After pick- 
ing up two sets of keys, "several 
pieces of paper and what he be- 
lieved to be a hat outside the'car, 
Gray said "we hastened back to 
the body."

New York, —(/Pi— In a small hos- 
pital lecture room a dozen adults 
were earnestly trying to burp to- 
gether. 


"Come on, out with 
it now!" 


urged their teacher, a big, genial, 
florid-faced man with a scar on 
his throat. 


"Buh-buh — uhhrrrrp!" said the 
class. 
"Fine, said the big man. "Now 


—buh-buh-buh-buhbuh-buy!'' 
and put your body into it." 


"Buh-buh-buh-buh-buy!" 
"Good. Now — buhbuhbuhboy! 
and put your body into it." 
"Buhbuh-buh-boy!" chanted the 
class. 


Each of then ten men and two 


women in the class had a scar on 
thei rthrqat. 
Each had survived 
an operation for 
cancer 
of 
the 


larynx—the late Damon Bunyon's 
ailment. Each had lost his voice 
box. 


One night a week they came to 


this class and struggled to learn to 
talk again. And they did it by first 
learning to burp. 


"A burp is 
different 
from 
a 
belch," explained 
their 
teacher, 


Dan 
Meenan, 
a 
former 
Wall 
Street broker who also used 
to 


coach basketball at Columbia uni- 
versity. 


"A belch is involuntary. It comes 


from the stomach. The 
burp is 
voluntary. 
It 
comes 
from 
the 


esophagus. You just have to make 
your gullet take the place of your 
voice box. 


"Swallow some air. Then force it 
from your s'omach 
up 
through 


your esophagus. Once you learn to 
make this buvp sound, your toriRUe, 
teeth and lips can take it over. 
They can shape this one sound into 
any word you ever knew."

jference opened here today with a 
plea for the formation of peace 
committees thoroughoiit the world 
to carry out the congress' plans. 


The French Communist 
atomic 
scientist, 
Frederic 
Joliot-Curie, 


told the 1,800 delegations from 52 
nations: 


"We will show the warmongers 
that they have to reckon with us. 
We fight this fight with the cer- 
tainty of victory." 


Joliot-Curie said an atomic war 


would be "terrible even for its 
initiators" but that 
the 
atom 


bornb or other 
atomic 
weapons 


would not be the decisive favor 
in the fighting. He is the head of 
France's atomic energy commis- 
sion. 


Unlike a world peace congress 
held in New York last month, this 
one opened with no anti-Communist 
pickets outside the meeting place 
and no evidence of any special po- 
lice precautions.

A severe earthquake hit south cen- 
tral Chile last night. First reports

Heavy damage was reported in 
the cities of Traiguen and Angol. 
At Graiguen, believed to be the 
center of the quake, about 30 per- 
sons were reported killed in the 
iollapse of a jail. 


At least five persons were re- 
ported killed at Angol and one at 
Los Angeles, 
Concepcion, 
Talca 
and Temuco also felt the shock. 
The government rushed aid to the 
region, where hundreds were 
re- 
ported homeless. 


City offirials said half the houses 
in Angol had crumbled or were 
badly damaged. A hospital was so 
badly wrecked that many of the 
injured had to spend the night in 
the streets. 


At Traiguen, 50 or more houses 
were destroyed.

of panic when the walls of their 
buildings cracked.
